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NATIONAL EGG WEEK 
FROM MAY 1 to 7 


A special effort is being ~made by 
the State Department of Agriculture 
to focus public attention on the value 
of eggs in the diet during National Egg 
Week, May 1 to 7. Acting in co-aper- 
ation with the agricultural college, the 
state ahd county extension service 
and the various poultry associations, 
the department is pushing the use of 
more eggs, not only during the weck 
but during the entire spring when they 
are at their best and when they are 
the most economical to use. While 
the efforts of these groups are more 
particularly aimed at increasing the 
demand for Massachusetts eggs, as a 
piece of service to the poultrymen of 
the state, they are also co-operating 
with the commission merchants and 
other handlers of eggs in large quan- 
tities, in the effort to increase the use 
of all eggs, irrespective of their origin. 
This is natural as Mass. poultrymen 
produce less than ten percent of the 
eggs consumed in Massachusetts. 

A special committee of which Julius 
Kroeck of the Division of Markets, 
State Department of Agriculture is 
chairman, has worked up a program 
for next week intended to focus at- 
tention on the value of eggs. Prof. W. 
C. Monahan of the Mass. Agricultural 
college will give three radio talks on 
eggs, one over WEET, one over WTAG 
and one over WBZ. Many stores in 
Boston, Worcester, Springfield and 
other cities will feature eggs in their 
advertising next week by arrange- 
ments with the committee, and many 
restaurants will give eggs a prominent 
place on their menus. Large quanti- 
ties of circulars and posters will be 
sent out and displayed and other ac- 
tivities will be undertaken as _ local 
ways of boosting the use of eggs. The 
many poultry associations of the state 
are co-operating in the distribution of 
this printed matter. They are also

The visiting Company G of the Boy’s Brigade from Cambridge has come 
and gone and our little town has lost the military air that seemed to pervade 
everything during the last week-end. They were a fine bunch and our own 
Boy's Brigade here in Northfield kept their own end up well, so that the 
whole occasion was pleasant for all concerned. We certainly admire the un- 
selfish services so freely given in this cause by the officers and civilian heads 
of both organizations and we know that they are sincere and enthusiastic in 
their ambition for the benefit of the boys they command. 

For our own part, however, having been in army service, in both peace 
and war, regulars and volunteers, and (perhaps most. colorful of all) a member 
of the Army of Occupation of a defeated nation; we must confess that we do 
not like this exclusive squad and manual of arms training for’very small as 
well as the larger boys. We feel that the Boy Scouts, who also have the 
squad as a minor part of their activity, are coming far closer to the ideal of 
a healthy outlet for the energies of the growing boy. 

We do not like war nor preparation for war, but we know that wars are 
going to be fought for generations to come and that it is vitally necessary to 
prepare the growing boys for the call to the colors, when that call comes. 
But we contend that in the way the Great War was fought and the way 
future-wars are-likely to-be fought,-this-squad-and—manual-of—arms. training, 
such as the Boy’s Brigade go in for, is not of anything like the value of the 
diversified physical and mental training that the best type of scoutmaster 
gives to his troop of Boy Scouts. 

However, we:have no desire to set ourselves up as the final arbiter of 
everything and feel mighty proud of the fact that here in’ Northfield we have 


both Boy’s Brigade and Boy Scouts (and Girl Scouts, too) and we want to. 


help and encourage them all in any and every way that we can. 


THRILLS ARE A MIGHTY GOOD THING 
e WHEN NOT CARRIED TO EXCESS 


Some folks seem to think that “thrills” and the seeking for them are not 
altogether commendable. “What youth won't do for a thrill”, said the father 
of @ sixteen year old girl recently. His daughter and her friends planned to 
have a picnic supper and watch the sunset from a hill, but they had decided 
that it would be more thrilling to wait until dark and eat in the graveyard. 

Of course youth searches for thrills, and maturity does, too, if it knows 
what is good for it, for thrills are quite essential to physical and mental well 
being. Life without thrills is life without flavor and that is the beginning of 
nervous and mental ill health. What is a thrill but an acute sensation, or 
experience, which makes the individual feeling it more keenly alive? In, joy, 
laughter, excitement, especially, our bodies are energized. The blood pressure 
rises, the circulation improves and various glands throw secretions into the 
blood which get us ready for intense activity. These changes make us feel 
more alive and give us zest for living. Au contraire, without such agreeable 
thrills, now and then, our blood stream becomes sluggish, inert, even poisoned; 
and nervous and mental troubles, with organic disease as logical sequence, will 
follow. Even fear, anger, rage, pain, sex excitement, etc., are better than no 
thrills at all, altho their reactions are not so potently healthful as the thrills 
of joy and happiness and novelty and so on. 

Thrills are nature’s energizers. Wanting thrills is a healthy instinct. To 
deliberately try to shut them out of your life is suicidal. The one who thus 
tries to save his life, only loses it ahead of time. And, of course, we are not 
advocating foolhardiness just for the sake of a thrill. Not at all. What we 
mean is’ accepting each opportunity that God gives us for novelty, Joy and 
happiness. 

God wants everybody to be happy. He wants everybody to do only those 
things that will make for happiness. The trouble with the world is that so 
many are mistaken in what makes for happiness and choose the wrong thing. 
However, there can be no doubt that we are a long ways ahead of our an- 
cestors in this particular. And we are improving, from century to century.

The effect of “the three cent sugat!’ ~ BIRDS FOR YOUNG MEN 


Proposed Sugar Tariff 


tariff proposed against Cuban sugar 
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by the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has been discussed in a state- 
ment to the press in Washington by 
H. A. Lakin, who represents the U. 8. 
Sugar Association and American in- 
vestors in Cuba. He says the propo- 
sition to tax Cuban sugar three cents 
& pound means that the United States 
sugar growers are asking 6,500,000 
farmers and the rest of the country 
to pay $85,371,000 more for their sugar 
this year than they paid last year. 
The beet growers furnished the largest 
body of evidence in favor of the raise 
in the tariff. ‘However, less than one- 
half of the beet people desire any in- 
crease,” says Mr. Lakin. “I believe 
that I know positively that the Great 
Western Sugar Co. and the Holly in- 
terests would much prefer not to have 
the duty increased, and would not 
feel aggrieved if it should be lowered. 
They produce more than half of the 
beet sugar.” 

As a part of farm relief Mr. Lakin 
declares the proposed raise in the tar- 
iff on Cuban sugar is # fatuous thing. 
“Is it fair to mulct 98% per cent of 
the farmers of this country out of 
$2,000,000 in order to give one-half 
per cent of the farmers $8,750,000?” 
he asks.

Spring classes are forming for 
students to begin between May 1! and 
May 15. There is such a demand on 
the part of sportamen’s’ clubs, game 
commissions and private individuals 
for trained men in this work that, in 
order to supply the demand, the 
Game Conservation Society has un- 
dertaken to give this free training to 
young men who are qualified for the 
work. Some twenty students have 
lately left the school to take positions. 

A tract of 1400 acres is operated by 
the school, on which some thousands 
of game birds are raised yearly. There 
has lately been erected a modern new 
dormitory for the students. Instruc- 
tion is given by competent teachers 


and covers everything needed for 
modern game raising. There is a 
nominal charge’ for board at the 
school. -

GOOD WORK OF 
BOY SCOUTS IN 
REFORESTATION 


The record of 1,000,000 trees planted 
by Boy Scouts last year in reforesta- 
tion projects throughout the United 
States will be surpassed this year, ac- 
cording to advance reports already re- 
ceived at the National Offices in New 
York City. 

The largest single tree-planting 
project already reported was started 
on April 6, at Grays Harbor, Wash- 
ington, when 100 Boy Scouts began 
the planting of 100,000 fir trees on a 
tract near the Olympic National 
Forest. 

As an aid in the reforestation of 
Pennsylvania, Boy Scouts of Scranton 
have purchased a 44l-acre tract in 
Wayne county which they intend to 
use as a forest preserve. 

Supervised by E. J. Moore, assistant 
New Jersey State Forester, Boy Scouts 
of the South Bergen Council which 
includes the municipalities of Lynd- 
hurst, Rutherford, North Arlington, 
East Rutherford, and Carlstadt, have’ 
planted 3,000 evergreen trees at_their 
Oakland Boy Scout camp. 

More than 6,000 trees were planted 
by the Boy Scouts of the Navajo 
Mountain area near Altus, Oklahoma, 
this spring according to reports re- 
ceived from the State Forestry De- 
partment of that state. 

Working with the Woman's Club 
Federation of Barnesville, Georgia, 
Boy Scouts set out 100 Pecan trees 
along the Atlanta-to-Macon Road of 
Remembrance.

HOME DECORATION 
INTERIOR AND EXTERIOR 
COURSES NOW OFFERED 


Making the home more attractive 
and restful to the eye, both inside and 
out, is an inexpensive process if the 
practical help is accepted as offered by 
University Extension of the State De- 
partment of Education.’ Two home 
study courses, one in exterior home re- 
coration, the other in interior home 
decoration, are ready for this purpose. 
Interested persons are advised to com- 
municate at once with University Ex- 
tension, State House Boston. 


The course in exterior home decora- 
tion will assist home makers in choos- 
ing a new color scheme for spring 
painting through careful consideration 
of a few basic rules substituted for the 
usual decision made upon personal col- 
or preferences. This course also shows 
the householders how to adapt reno- 
vations such as dormer windows to the 
architectural style of his house. The 
home owner will discover that few 
plants may be put to so many uses as 
the ornamental vines which may be 
employed to shade a sunny veranda, 
hide the lines of a poorly constructed 
porch or replace an unsightly view with 
a wall of beautiful greenery and color- 
ful bloom. Other interesting subjects 
in this short course of six lessons are 
grading, planting, and renovating lawns 
laying out walks; arrangement of 
grounds for appearance, service and 
pleasure; choice, arrangement and 
care of trees and shrubs; artistic com- 
bination of flowers for planting gar- 
den of various types. Every course 
member is invited to send the instruc- 
tor actual photographs of. his’ home, 
together with his own ideas for re- 
modeling the house and its surround- 
ings: In this way, with the assistance 
of the instructor, he can take advan- 
tage of existing good qualities in the 
house and turn them to good account. 

The course in interior decoration,

Mrs. Stella Marshall Barrows, 73, 
whose husband, Fletcher K. Barrows, 
formerly was president of the Brat- 
tleboro Savings bank and is a retired 
drygoods merchant, took her own life 
oh Wednesday in her home on 47 High 
street.
